Washington, Oct. 29.—[Special.]—It 
will take longer to nbnndou the Monroe 
doctrine than it will to get rid of the 
Philippines. 
For that reuson the pres­ 
ent generation need not do much wor­ 
rying over the subject unless it affords 
am usem ent to discuss such topics. But 
there are n lot of well Informed men 
who believe that it would be well to 
abundon the Monroe doctrine in the 
interest of better relations Yritli the 
southern republics. 
The very fact that it is still a car­ 
dinal principle of the United States 
makes those countries feel that they 
are in tutelage, which is nbsurd when 
we consider the size, strength and re­ 
sources of Argentine, Brazil and Chile. 
Probably there is not the least danger 
that foreign governments will try to 
subvert any of the American repub- j 
lies. 
Great Responsibility. 
There are other people who think 
that the continuance of the Monroe 
doctrine entails too much responsibil­ 
ity upon this country. 
It means to 
them that if we maintain it we must 
police the American continent. 
At the 
demand of foreign governments we 
must see tha t the southern republics 
keep order, preserve the lives and 
property of foreign nations and pay 
their debts to the foreigners. 
Carried out literally it would mean 
that we must intervene in Mex ico, but 
no one w ants the Monroe doctrine con­ 
strued In that way. 
And It will not 
be by the present administration. 


Not Wanted In the South. 
Japanese and other orientals are not 
wanted in the southern states, as is evi j 
denced by the protests when it was re- j 
ported they were buying lands In Flor-1 
Ida. 
Southern men have alw^vs been 
! in favor of labor restriction oecause

| tlon. 
They welcome immigration from 
the northern states and those who 
come from northern Europe, but they 
will object strongly to orientals. South­ 
ern men were outspoken in support of 
California and her contest with the 
Japanese.

Taunton, Mass., Oct. 29.—National 
politics was injected into the state 
campaign by Senator Albert B. Cum­ 
mins of Iowa. 
Speaking here with Congressman A. 
P. Gardner, Republican candidate for 
governor, Senator Cummins attacked 
the Democratic tariff bill and declared 
that the rank and file of the Repub­ 
lican party would come into its own 
at the nex t national election “on the 
basis of Republican strength in the 
several states and not on the absurd 
indefensible plan now in force.”

Mex ico City, Oct. 29.—In the event 
the Huerta-Blanquet ticket is shown 
to have polled a majority vote suf- 
ficent to be declared elected, as now 
seems probable, congress will declare 
the Huerta votes void and Blanquet 
will take the oath as vice president 
and assume office as president, pend­ 
ing the calling of further elections. 
This statem ent was made by the 
Mex ican foreign minister. 
The clause in the constitution pro­ 
hibiting the president from succeed­ 
ing himself does not apply to the vice

The returns continue to pile up plu­ 
ralities for the administration ticket.

Knapp and Judge Mack concurred. 
The case arose through the action of 
the Louisville and Nashville railroad 
In charging a lower rate for a long 
haul, In certain instances, than for a 
shorter haul. 
The company contended 
that as a result of steamboat competi­ 
tion it was obliged to reduce Us rates 
for the longer haul. 
The interstate 
commerce commission refused to per­ 
mit the railroad to charge the lower 
rates, and the company appealed to 
Hie commerce court. 
In dismissing the 
petition tho court said: 
“We are clearly of the opinion that 
under the ruling in the Procter & 
Gamble case we have no Jurisdiction 
In the case at bar.”
